Dean Rusk To Speak At 96th Commencement 


pproximately 188 graduating seniors will share the May 
A 9 Commencement spotlight with former Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk, Presbyterian ministers Randolph Kowalski 
of Greenville and Warren M. Wardlaw of Darlington, and 
retired Clinton black leader and educator David E. Dendy. 

They will hear the main address by Rusk after he has 
received an honorary doctor of political science degree. 
Kowalski will preach the baccalaureate sermon and will join 
alumnus Wardlaw in receiving the honorary doctor of divinity. 
Dendy is to be awarded the doctor of humanities degree. 

The baccalaureate service is scheduled for 11 a.m. in 
Belk Auditorium, followed by luncheon in Greenville Dining 
Hall and the president’s reception. The closing exercises at 
4:15 in Belk will feature degree-presentations, honors and 
the address by Rusk, now professor of international law at 
the University of Georgia law school. 

President Mare C. Weersing will preside over the occa- 
sion. He will be assisted in the awarding of honorary and 
baccalaureate degrees by Trustee Chairman J. Austin Dilbeck 
of Atlanta. 


Campaign, Budget to Get 
Trustees’ Main Attention 


Plans for the $10 million Centennial 
Campaign and the operating budget for 
the 1976-77 fiscal year will be the 
major items on the docket for the spring 
meeting of the Board of Trustees on 
April 5-6.

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Dean Rusk 

Dean Rusk served as Secretary of State from 1961 to 
1969, first under President John F. Kennedy and then under 
President Lyndon B. Johnson. In joining the Georgia law 
school faculty in 1970, he returned to academic life he had 
known early in his career as a professor and dean of Mills 
College (1934-40). After Army service in World War II, 
he spent five years as an assistant secretary in the US Depart- 
ment of State (1947-52) and then eight years as president of 
the Rockefeller Foundation immediately before becoming 
Secretary of State. A native of Cherokee County, Ga., Rusk 
studied at Davidson College, at Oxford University as a 
Rhodes Scholar and law at the University of California at 
Berkeley. He and his wife have two sons and a daughter. 


Randolph Kowalski 
Randy Kowalski is now completing his second year as 
senior minister of the Greenville First Presbyterian Church. 
He moved to this pulpit in 1974 after seven years as pastor 
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is scheduled for launching within the 
next few months with extensive ad- 
vanced gifts work.

A $276,300 Goal for 76 Annual Giving 


PC’s twin battle with inflation and a tight budget caused the alumni board of 
directors to set a $276,300 goal for 1976 Annual Giving — higher than ever but 
still short of the need. 

Although this amount represents a 10 percent increase over the record 
$251,183 raised in 1975, it is considered realistic. Advanced gifts of almost 
$50,000 as of March 15 have launched the program into its fastest start yet. 

The alumni directors backed up their action by pledging generously them- 
selves as they set the goal. And they expressed the conviction that alumni, parents 
and friends will join as never before in helping Presbyterian College meet the 
pressing needs of continued excellence. 

Annual Giving seeks support primarily for such current operating objectives 
as student aid, faculty salaries and departmental improvements. It has been a 
major factor in the College’s unusual progress of the last 12 years. 


Synod, youth and women: 


PC to Host Church Groups 


Presbyterians will focus on PC dur- 
ing May and June for three important 
synod events that will attract more than 
1,200 men and women leaders and 
young people to the campus. 

1. Between 700 and 800 ministers 
and lay representatives are expected 
for the fourth stated session of the 
Synod of the Southeast on May 18 
and 19. 

2. Next, some 250 teen-agers will 
utilize College facilities for the Youth 
Conference scheduled for June 9-12. 

3. And then, the ladies will return 
here on June 22-25 for their annual 
Synod Women’s Conference, which 
drew more than 200 the last time it 
was held at PC in 1974. 

The synod meeting will mark the 
first time Presbyterian College has 
played host since Georgia and South 
Carolina churches joined to form the 
Synod of the Southeast. Previously, 
the old South Carolina Synod met here 
last in 1972; and the Georgia Synod, 
in 1966. 

Christian higher education and the 
Bicentennial will receive special em- 
phasis at the 1976 synod meeting, 
presided over by John H. Law, the 
moderator-nominee who is minister of 
the Dalton (Ga.) First Presbyterian 


Church. PC officials on the program 
will be President Weersing with his 
institutional report and Business Man- 
ager G. Edward Campbell, reporting 
as chairman of the Synod Coordinating 
Council. Dr. James H. Daughdrill, Jr., 
president of Southwestern at Memphis, 
will deliver the main address. 

“The Cries and Joys of Youth” is 
the theme of the Youth Conference 
planned for young men and women in 
the age group ranging from rising 
tenth-graders through college freshmen. 
Music, drama, recreation, small-group 
Bible study and discussion, “‘rap” ses- 
sions in the dorms and afternoon elec- 
tives will compose the busy schedule. 

The Women’s Conference has “Alive 
Together” as the theme of its four-day 
session. A visiting faculty of religious 
leaders will provide instruction—with 
special Bible study centering on the 
Book of Ephesians, led by Paul Eckel, 
minister of Columbia’s Eastminster 
Church. Mrs. Myers Hicks of Florence 
is director of the 1976 Women’s Con- 
ference; Mrs. Marvin Locey of Decatur, 
Ga., co-director.

After receiving his BA from Presbyterian College in 1950, 
Warren Wardlaw went on to earn his divinity degree from 
Columbia Seminary. He began his ministry as pastor of a 
group of churches in Dothan, Ala. (1953-55). In 1955, he 
served as the organizing minister of the Yeamans Park Pres- 
byterian Church of Hanahan, S. C., and remained there as 
pastor for nine years—during which time he received the 
North Charleston Junior Chamber of Commerce Award for 
distinguished community service. Wardlaw assumed his pres- 
ent position as pastor of the Darlington Church in 1964 and 
has continued as a leader in synod and presbytery work as 


well as in community affairs. He received the Freedom’s 
Foundation Award in 1966 for one of his sermons. He is 
married and has two sons and a daughter. 


David E. Dendy 

David Dendy received Clinton’s Citizen of the Year 
Award in 1975 as a man of goodwill between the black and 
white races and as a leader in numerous civic programs. He 
was for 25 years principal of the St. Alban Training School 
at Simpsonville before returning to his native Clinton to be 
principal of the Martha Dendy School, named for his mother. 
He retired from school work in 1967, but continued to serve 
his community on city planning and housing boards and as a 
YMCA director. Dendy recalls that he, as a boy, moved 
through the PC dormitories delivering clothes his mother had 
laundered by hand for students. She sent all nine of her 
children to college with the earnings of this work, which 
extended over a period of more than 50 years. Son David 
and three other children in 1974 established a scholarship 
fund to her memory at PC. David Dendy earned his BA 
degree from Morris Brown University and did post-graduate 
work at Howard University and South Carolina State.

Fine Arts Festival Spotlights America 


“America in the Arts” moves to 
center stage as the theme of the five- 
day Fine Arts Festival being arranged 
by PC students for April 19-23. 

It will bring to a close an interesting 
year of cultural activities here. 

The plan calls for fairly saturating 
the campus with creative endeavors in 
music, drama and art during this 
period. Outside performers and speak- 
ers will join with student talent in giving 
a Bicentennial emphasis to America’s 
role on the artistic scene. 

Much of the activity is scheduled for 
out-of-doors, with varied performances 
at stations located at key campus 
points. Passing students may observe, 
for example, a weaver operating her 
loom or a potter working his clay. 
Paintings, photographs and other works 
of PC students will be exhibited as side- 
walk art around the center fountain, 
and from a stage in front of the dining 
hall will come daily performances of 
folk music, PC Players renditions of 
the Spoon River Anthology, a puppet 
show and other entertainment. A high 


school band or chorus will perform 
near the lake. 

The Festival will shift indoors for 
the annual spring concert of the Presby- 
terian College Choir, the Community 
Concert performance of soprano Fay 
Robinson, early film classics, a student 
talent show and the exhibition of etch- 
ings by artist Arthur Skinner. There 
will also be talks on art history, litera- 
ture and the development of fine arts 
in America. 

Dr. Charles T. Gaines, chairman of 
the PC fine arts department which 
sponsors the Festival, has encouraged 
students to take the lead in developing 
a full program of creative activity.

Hundreds to Attend 
PC Junior Fellow Days 


Two PC Junior Fellow Days this 
spring will bring to the campus several 
hundred high school juniors from South 
Carolina and Georgia who rank at the 
top of their class academically. 

March 31 and April 19 are the 
designated dates, providing a choice 
for the young scholars and their coun- 
selors. They will be entertained by 
the admissions office staff and given 
a brief orientation on the College and 
the opportunity to meet faculty mem- 
bers. The schedule also includes a 
tennis match against Harvard on March 
31 and Furman on April 19. 

The PC Junior Fellows program was 
inaugurated seven years ago by the 
Presbyterian College Alumni Associa- 
tion for the dual purpose of encourag- 
ing academic excellence among high 
school young people and exposing 
them to the opportunities available at 
PC. The program cites the top two 
young men and two young women in 
the junior class of South Carolina and 
Georgia secondary schools. In addition 
to individual certificates for awarding 
at school Honors Day occasions, PC 
Junior Fellows become candidates for 
scholarships to attend Presbyterian and 
may enroll in the Summer Honors 
Program here prior to their high school 
senior year to earn advanced college 
credit in summer school. 

Thousands of young people nave 
been honored by this program, and 
it has drawn considerable praise from 
school principals and counselors. Many 
of these students have enrolled at PC. 
For example, 98 former Junior Fellows 
are in the present study body—and 42 
of these registered as freshmen last fall.
